THE Miritrary FEstivat of the West Riding Corps of Gentlemen 
Volunteers, assembled in this place last week, commenced on Tuesday, 
with extreme pleasantry and good humour, and ended on Friday with 
great eclat. So gratifying was the treat to every loyal subject, that it 
will not be easily forgotten. The different corps that met on this occa- 
sion (consisting of about eleven hundred men) were the Leeds, Halifax, 
Wakefield, Bradford and Huddersfield; the first commanded by Col. 
Lloyd; the 24 by Col. Hamer; the 3d by Major Tottenham; the 4th by 
Col. Busfeild; and the 5th by Major Sir George Armytage, Bart. A 
Chaplain and surgeon attended each corps, and the Halifax and Bradford 
had both of them two field pieces. 

On Wednesday the different regiments marched to Chapeltown Moor, 
where they went through a variety of manceuvres, much to their own 
honor and to the satisfaction of their officers and a very great number 
of spectators.
